Dr. Hearsey Speaks 
on “ Poetry and the 
Century of Progress

However, the theories <>i neither of 
these schools can lie taken 1 it era 11 \, for 
the poetry ot neither is a pure represen¬ 
tation ,4 its theories. In a recent contest ' 
held hy the editor of Co,-try. Harriett 
Monroe, who helongs to the lirst school, 
poems were submitted mi tin- subject of 
the Century of Progress. The entries 
were surprising nolle of the poems ex¬ 
ulted over the wonders of the modern 
mechanical world. ()u the contrary, a 
note ot lorehoding and warning per- 1 
i mealed the poems. Evidently the authors 
tfit deeply how destructive materialism 
is tor spiritual life, in studying the 
poems ot the second school, in particular 
those ,4 Archibald Mcl.eich, mu- finds a 
reflection ot the present American scene, 
j Although lie writes about Ulysses and 
other .subjects ,4 the past, he cannot es¬ 
cape expressing the modern restless -spirit. 

According to adherents of both 
schools, then, poetry docs reflect the 
contemporary scene, cither affirmatively 
or negatively. And insular as the human 
passions arc expressed in science, science 
is a field lor poetry. Hut here we come 
to a second ,|ucstiou has poetry any use 
in tlie modern age? 

\ ,-s. it most certainly does. It mtt't 
express the ,|ii,-stimiing, aspiring hopes 
ot nicn in science. And. moreover, it 
must strengthen the spirit ,4 tinulern nun 
to accept science in such a way that their ] 
spiritual life will not he endangered. 
Further, by imagination poetry will lead 
science closer to the answer to the riddle | 
of lite. Most certainly, poetry has not | 
Income an anachronism.

But besides 
giving a critical study of her own life, 
\ era Brittain shows what the war and 
the immediate post-war days meant to 
the men and women of her generation. 
Testament of l oath indeed is a book so 
written that it brings pleasure and food 
lor thought to any serious reader.

OLD MELODEON 

Through ;i colored washwoman, Mr 
Turner has acquired lor Hollins an old 
melodeon which dates hack to the last 
century. It seems that ;it one time a 
colored woman. Morence McKinney, 
worked at the College and then went to 
New York, where site was given t 
melodeon hy the people tor whom she 
worked. When she died one of her heirs 
received the instrument anti, evidently 
finding no particular use for it. pave it 
to the washwoman. She, realizing that 
I lollnis was interested in antiipie furni¬ 
ture, sold it to Mr. Turner lor the Col¬ 
lege. 

This melodeon is now with mam old 
pieces in the Presidents sitting room, 
just opposite the dining room. It is made 
of rosewood, hy F.stey and Green, oi 
Hrattlehoro. Vermont, a company estab¬ 
lished a little prior to lSi.ll by a Deacon 
Kstcv who had had pterions experience 
in the making of these instrument' 

()n the bellows .it the melodeon is the 
date 1X58. Strangely enough, despite the 
somewhat checkered career ot the organ 
it responded to a overhauling and can 
now he played. When closed it gives the 
appearance, with the exception ol the 
pedals, of beinp a flat .able. 

It is the aim ol the ( ollepe to have 
this sittinp room furnished entirely with 
old thinps and even now there is an in- '■ 
terestinp, collection of them. There is 
an old desk of walnut which for many 
% ears was in the ollice of 11 u - resilient 
nil vsieiau here.
